REPORT OF Dr. VALLfiE, 

Superintendent of the Quebec Insane Asylum. 

{Translation.) 

QuEBBC, 1st January, 1897. 

To THE Honorable Secretary of the Proyinoe, 

Quebec. 
Sir, 

I have the honor to submit the following annual report, as Medical 
Superintendent of the Quebec Insane Asylum, for the year ending* on 
the 31st December, 1896. 

On the 31st December, 1895, there were in the Asylum 1002 patients, 
of whom 521 were men and 481 women. During the twelve months 
there were 165 new admissions, 89 men and 76 women. The total number 
of patients under treatment was therefore 1167, of whom 610 were men 
and 557 women. "Within the same period, 75 were discharged (37 men 
and 38 women) ; 2 men and 1 woman escaped and 75 died, (32 men and 
43 women). There remained therefore on the Slst December, 1896, a 
population of 1014, of whom 539 were men and 475 women. 

Among the discharged, 57 were cured (29 men and 28 women) ; 13 
improved (7 men and 6 women), and 8 were unimproved. Thus we 
had a proportion of 34.54 per cent of cures on the admissions of the year. 
This proportion is higher than during the previous year and must be 
considered satisfactory, when the (^lass of patients whom we receive 
into our establishment is taken into account. Still, this method of 
calculation is altogether defective, bec^ause it makes no allowance for 
the Jiature of the cases admitted. Obviously, the proportion of cures 
in an asylum will vary according to the number of curable and incurable 
cases admitted during the year.

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Table X indicates the principal forms under which the insanity of 
the patients admitted during the year 1896 presented itself, Q-rouped 
from this standpoint, the admissions may be classed as follows : 

Mania 64 

Melancholia 27 

Periodical Insanity 1 

Systematic Insanity 18 

Dementia 18 

Epileptic Insanity 13 

Hysterical " 6 

Alcoholic " 3 

Imbecility and Idiocy 20 

Mania, melancholia and alcoholic insanity supply the cases of 
curable insanity. "With few exceptions, all the others oflFer little chance 
of cure, because, in the majority of cases, there is a beginning of 
dementia.of intellectual weakening and, in many,definite organic injuries, 
against which treatment possesses but very limited resources. Still, 
such patients are susceptible of improvement, though not of perfect cure. 

Of the 165 admissions during the year, only 50 were sent to the 
asylum within the first six months of their attack. 115 had been insane 
for a longer or shorter time (from 6 months to 25 years) when they 
reached us. It may therefore be said that, in the case of the majority 
of the admissions, nearly all prospect of cure was destroyed by the 
inveterate state of the disease. Unfortunately, among the mass of the 
population, mental derangement is not sufficiently regarded as a disease ; 
they are afraid to divulge its existence and the latter is concealed as long 
as possible, when, on the contrary, immediate and enlightened treatment 
should be sought for it. 

Table I, showing the general movement of the population of the 
institution during the year, reveals that 13 of the patients admitted 
came from the gaol. This is far too many and there lies herein a very 
grave abuse to which I desire to again call your attention. It would be 
difficult, perhaps, to absolutely prevent the insane from passing via the 
prison, but, with a little good will and by conforming to the spirit of 
the law, recourse to that extremity might^e obviated except in very rare 
cases. In France, the law formally declares that "in no case may lunatics 
be placed among prisoners condemned or awaiting trial or be confined in a 
gaol." It is to be regretted that our law does not contain a similar provision. 
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Frequently, when the point is to get rid of a patient, there is hardly 
any consideration taken of his interests. It is much simpler and easier 
to have him arrested, on any pretext, and sent to gaol, whence he is 
afterwards transferred to the asylum after examination by a medical 
man. In certain instances, the lunatic may have committed some 
offence, in which case a procedure of the kind might be justifiable. 
But it often happens that there is nothing whatever chargeable against 
the patient but acts of insanity. He is condemned, however, all the 
same, and, what is stranger, he is condemned on account of his very 
insanity. "We have received into the asylum two patients a man and a 
woman, both coming from the same district and both sentenced, under 
similar circumstances, to a year's gaol, '* because," said the magistrate, 
** I am personally convinced of the facts of the insanity, I have 
" condemned the said prisoner to give security by two bondsmen, each 
** in the sum of one hundred dollars currency, that he shall keep the 
** peace and be of good conduct and demeanor during the space of twelve 
** calendar months and I have further ordered that, in default of furnish- 
*' ing the said security, he shall be imprisoned in the said gaol of the 
** district of..., for the space of twelve calendar months." And, as the 
poor lunatic was, for good reason, unable to give security by two 
bondsmen, he was sent to prison and thence, after a few days, removed to 
the asylum. Would it not have been better to have sent him there first ? 

This man was laboring under acute maniacal excitement. After 
two months' treatment, he completely recovered and I reported to the 
Honorable the Provincial Secretary that he might be discharged from 
the asylum. 

In reply, I received a warrant, signed by His Honor the Lieut. Go- 
vernor, to return him to gaol in order that he might finish his twelve calendar 
months, I communicated this disagreeable news to him as cautiously 
as possible, but I saw at once that the enforcement of such an order 
would subject his reason to a severe strain. The poor man had been an 
honest farmer, who had never had any trouble with the law and the 
prospect of returning to make a long stay in gaol, when he held himself 
to be in no way guilty and felt that he might be useful to his family, 
deeply discouraged him. I temporized and placed myself in commu- 
nication with the judicial authorities of his district. After a good deal 
of negotiation, the two precious shreties that he would keep the peace 
and be of good conduct during the unexpired period of the twelve calendar 
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months were finally found for him and he was at length liberated ; but 
he had been needlessly detained in the asylum for six months during 
the best season of the year. To this mode of administering justice, 
there would be a grotesque side, if it were not for the painful fact that 
poor unfortunates are its victims. 

It often happens that the families themselves lend themselves to 
such abuses and get their insane brought before a magistrate in order 
to save the trouble of resorting to the regular formalities. On different 
occasions, the interested parties have very frankly acknowledged the 
fact. I have even been assured, in certain cases, that the advice had 
been given them by persons, who, by their position and education, 
should be beyond making such mistakes. 

Moreover, is not this procedure illegal ? Our provincial law 
establishes two modes of committing the insane to the public asylums 
the official and the voluntary. The former is effected under an order 
given by a justice of the peace, a recorder or a police magistrate. Articles 
3211 and 3212 of the Revised Statutes as amended by the Act 58 Vict., 
chap. 35, indicate the formalities to be observed in such cases. But 
this mode of commitment should only be resorted to exceptionally. In 
fact, application should only be made to the magistrate in the event 
of some offence, misdemeanor or crime and there is no necessity of 
applying to him where there is only a patient to be treated. 

The intervention of the magistrate when the law has been broken 
or when some obstacle to the confinement of a dangerous lunatic is 
encountered is intelligible and it is to provide against this contingency 
that articles 3211 and 3212 were inserted in the Statute. Thus, an indi- 
vidual is arrested on the public highway, either for vagrancy or 
creating a disturbance ; he shows signs more or less manifest of insa- 
nity, but he has no known relative or friend to take the initiative in 
placing him in an asylum. Or again, a lunatic is in a state of delirium 
or agitation, which makes him an object of trouble or anxiety, either to 
those with whom he lives, or to his neighbors and yet the family object 
to his removal to an asylum. Under such circumstances, two rate- 
payers may lay a complaint before a magistrate and the latter, after 
following the procedure indicated by the law, orders by right of his 
office commitment to an asylum. There is no need whatever that the 
patient should pass through the gaol to it. 
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The commitments termed voluntary are those made directly by the 
families. Here again, the law exacts certain formalities, but on the 
whole they are more expeditious than those just indicated. 

There is no doubt that these two modes of commitment, well 
understood and well applied, should meet all canes. In ordinary cases 
voluntary commitment is preferable, because it entails less drawbacks 
for the patients. Consequently, the families, who take an interest in 
these poor unfortunates, should always resort to it. 

I have insisted somewhat lengthily on this point, because it involves 
a grave abuse to be remedied. Moreover, I deem it my duty to point 
out that the majority of the insane sent to us from the goal come from 
two or three and invariably the same districts. 

Among the improvements carried out during the year, I should 
specially mention the transformation of one of the wards for turbulent 
patients in the women's division. It is now one of our observation 
wards for recent cases. The old cells in it have been replaced by 
handsome, well ventilated and perfectly lighted rooms. Unfortunately, 
as a contrast to this improvement, we have still four other wards with 
the old cells back to back and without air and light. There is here 
considerable room for change, but the burthen of the expense is not 
one that can be equitably laid upon the nuns and all the less as they 
have constantly to make a pretty heavy outlay to keep the buildings in 
good order. Thus, in the course of the year $6000 were spent solely 
upon repairs to the roofs and walls. 

On the 4th of February, a fire broke out in the men's building. 
The alarm was given about eleven in the morning. In a few minutes, 
our firemen were on the scene and help wai^ organized with the greatest 
zeal. Naturally, our first case was to evacuate the ward in which the 
fire was and to place our patients in safety. Their exit was effected 
without obstacle and in the most perfect order. Thus, not a single 
patient escaped and we had to deplore not the slightest accident, all the 
fanciful stories published at the time to the contrary notwithstanding. 
With the kind permission of Mayor Parent, the city fire brigade came 
almost as promptly to our assistance and we are happy to tender to them 
once more the expression of our deep gratitude. Thanks to their energetic 
work and that of our keepers, the ravages of the fire were checked, but 
only after a struggle which lasted throughout the day and part of the 
night. By this fire, our new water works were put to a test, which 
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enabled us to ascertaia its perfect effectiveness. There is no doubt 
that, without them, the damage done would have been much heavier. 
We had an abundance of water and the pressure was strong enough to 
force it to the higher stories 

This fire caused us distress for some time. It is true that the 
flames had scarcely extended beyond the last story and the roof of the 
central block, but, on the other hand, the damage done by the water 
was considerable. The walls and ceilings of the flats below were more 
or less spoiled and had to be partly reconstructed. We were thus 
deprived of a ward and several dormitories and the patients occupying 
them had to be removed to other quarters. These changes caused a 
little crowding ; but, owing to the diligence with which all the works 
were executed, this inconvenience did not last long. Early in May, all 
the patients were reinstalled in their wards and dormitories. 

Before closing this report, there is a point, Sir, to which I desire to 
particularly call your attention — I mean the necessity of revising and 
codifying the law or rather the different laws concerning insane asylums. 
As it exists in the Revised Statutes of the Province of Quebec, the law 
has been so often altered and modified that even those who are best 
acquainted with it are liable to easily go astray. Pretty often, we get 
documents that have been filled up under the direction of lawyers and 
that nevertheless have to be done all over again. The work of revision 
would not be very great and yet it would be extremely useful to all 
who have to do with the confinement of the insane. 

Lastly, I deem it a duty to once more pay homage to the devotion 
and charity of the nuns in the performance of their work and I am also 
happy to acknowledge the zeal and assiduity of my colleagues, Drs Marois, 
Belanger and Roy.

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REPORT OF DR. GEO. VILLENEUVE, 

Superintendent of the St. Jean-de-Dieu Asylum. 

Longue-Pointe, 1st May 1897. 
To THE Honorable Provincial Secretary, Quebec. 
Honorable Sir, 

Before referring to the operations of the Asylum of St. Jean-de-Dieu 
«ince my appointment as Medical Superintendent, allow me to pay a 
tribute of respect to the memory of my regretted and eminent prede- 
cessor, the late Dr. E. E. Duquet, who died on the 19th December, 1894. 
2%^ American Journal of Insanity, in its issue of January, 1895, contained 
an interesting article on Dr. Duquet, who was recognized as one of the 
most distinguished alienists of Canada. He was born at St. Philomene 
of a family of farmers on the 3rd April, 1855. After the death of his 
parents, which occurred when he was only 16 years old, he abandoned 
country life, for which he had no taste, and went to Montreal. He was 
received as a doctor in 1879, when he started practice at Longue-Pointe 
and, in 1885, was named assistant physician at the St. Jean-de-Dieu 
Asylum, of which he became medical superintendent in 1887. 

Among his works, there are a communication to the Medical Con- 
gress of Philadelphia on the classification of mental diseases and several 
others to learned societies of Montreal. He took an active part in 
the International Congress of Paris, in 1889, and submitted a paper 
on a case of simulated insanity by a Montreal murderer. Unfortunately, 
the duties of his office left him little leisure for scientific work. We 
deeply deplore the premature death which has carried him off from 
science and the affection of his family. The Archives de Nivrologie, of 
Paris, in a eulogistic obituary notice, echoed the sentiments of alienists 
abroad on the subject. 

In the month of February, 1894, I was named assistant medical 
superintendent of the St. Jean-de-Dieu Asylum. This office had just 
been created and I was its first incumbent. 

Called upon by the law to exercise the functions of medical super- 
intendent owing to the decease of Dr. Duquet, functions so difficult and 
let me also say, so perilous, I endeavored to do so with firmness and 
lustice. On the 4th April, 1896, after a thirteen months' trial as medical 
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superintendent par interim, I received from the Q-overnment the highest 
marks of appreciation and esteem, as well as the most signal reward of 
my labors, in my appointment by the order in Council to the office of 
medical superintendent of the St. Jean-de-Dieu Asylum. I am pleased 
to recall that I had specially prepared myself for practice in mental 
diseases by special studies at Paris in 1889, 1890 and 1894 under the 
most renowned masters and the most distinguished scientists of the 
capital of the scientific world in the matter of mental and nervous 
diseases. 

In October, 1893, the medical faculty of Laval University, at Mon- 
treal, opened a competition for the title of associate professor of legal medi- 
cine and mental diseases. From this competition, I had the good fortune 
to issue victorious and I entered upon my duties as professor in the 
month of November, 1895, giving alternately the courses of legal medi- 
cine and of mental diseases. In connection with this course, I have 
commenced a study of insanity legislation from the penal, civil and 
administrative points of view which is appearing by series in L' Union 
Midicale du Oanada. 

Before going further, I wish to give you my appreciation of the medi- 
cal service of the Asylum and also to express my gratitude to those who 
have assisted me in the discharge of my duties. 

The house physicians deserve special mention. I can state with 
pleasure that I have received from them all the information I desired 
relative to the health of the* patients under their care. I have been most 
happy to consult with them, on more than one occasion, in certain diffi- 
cult cases. The greatest harmony, in fact, has constantly reigned bet- 
ween the doctors employed by the nuns and the representatives of the 
Government 

I have verified the medical treatment followed in the case of each 
patient ; as well by inspection of the order books of the doctors on duty 
as by personal visits to the bedsides of the patients and by interrogation of 
the keepers and nurses. The infirmaries have been regularly visited 
and each unexpected or unforeseen death has been minutely investigated. 

I have thus been enabled to exercise an effective control over the me- 
dical treatment. The high rate of cures on admissions, obtained in 1895 
and 1896, proves the efficacity of the treatment followed. I have observed 
with pleasure that the advice which I have given on my daily visits has 
teen deferentially received and faithfully carried out. Nor has scien- 
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tific work been neglected, in spite of the considerable time taken up by 
the care of the patients. Dr. Chagnon has published some very judi- 
cious observations on epilepsy in U Union M4dicale dii Canada and a note 
on the curability of mental derangement, which had the honor of repro- 
duction in France. 

The Reverend Sisters have shown much readiness to supply me with 
all the information I have asked for. They have therefore aided me 
most effectively and 1 desire to express to them my complete satisfaction 
and thankfulness. 

During the year 1896, the St. Jean-de-Dieu Asylum has striven to 
advance in the path of progress, as noted by the Inspectors of Asylums 
in their report for the year 1895. Classification, hygiene and the treat- 
ment of the patients have been the objects of altogether particular atten- 
tion. Certain wards have been re-arranged, new divisions have been, 
made among the patients and tests have been made of recent treatments.^ 
The results have justified these efforts ; from 123 in 1894, the death rate 
fell to 103 in 1895 and to 85 in 1896 ; notwithstanding the constant in- 
crease in the number of inmates and admissions. 

It must be said, however, that the housing of the patients is actually 
carried on under particularly difficult conditions, as regards hygiene and 
treatment, necessitating the most sustained care and attention The 
present pavilions, built in 1890, after the burning of the big asylum,, 
^vere only intended by the proprietors to serve for a very short time. 
Owin<^ to circumstances, upon which I am not called to pronounce, the 
construction of a new permanent asylum, to replace the one destroyed 
by the tire, has been delayed These pavilions no lon^rer suffice for the 
hou&iug of the patients ; there is actually considerable crowding, which 
can only increase with time, seeing that we end the year 1896 with 47 
more patients than we had at its beginning 

I think therefore that the construction of a new asylum, large 
enough to house the present population and to meet the probable in- 
crease ot patients, has been, from many points of view, already a matter 
of urgency for a long time, to replace the present pavilions. 

To give effect to the renewal of their contract, which was approved 
by the Lc^gislature last session, the Reverend Sisters have commenced 
the construction of a new asylum. It is important that this work should 
be pushed on with the greatest vigor and completed as soon as possible. 

I desire to call your attention to a very deplorable fact, from many 
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standpoints. Several patients, laboring under forms of insanity other- 
T^ise curable, have reached us in a state of absolute incurability owing 
to the long standing character of the disease, and a large number at 
stages sufficiently advanced of their malady to render their cure quite 
problematical. This is to be regretted especially when the patients are 
affected with mania or melancholia, which are eminently curable forms 
of mental aberration. Moreover, suicide is a frequent cause of death 
in melancholia, of which it is sometimes a real symptom. It seema 
needless to insist on the importance of confining these patients, inevita- 
bly exposed as they are to suicide, when it is known that melancholia 
is essentially curable and that an accidental death is consequently all 
the more to be regretted in that it robs society of a member, who might 
have been restored to activity and to the fulfilment of a useful role. 

This delay in confinement arises from various causes.The ignorance 
and repugnance of families has much to do with it. A real horror i& 
still felt for the asylum and there is hesitation in sending patients 
to it under the impression that meritorious work is being done by 
keeping them at home. Or there is shame to admit an affliction regarded 
by some as a mark of disgrace. How many people, when they bring us 
patients in this dilatory way, tell us as if to excuse themselves for put- 
ting them in the asylum : '' We have kept them as long as we could." 
But these are no longer patients to be treated whom we receive in the 
legitimate hope of cure, but infirm to be fed and supported during 
their whole lives. There is no thought of confining them until they 
become intractable or dangerous, some through impulse to violence and 
others owing to erotic tendencies bereft of all modesty. 

Occasionally, also, families are ignorant of the procedure to be 
followed to confine their patients or are too poor to get a doctor's certi- 
ficate and to take the other necessary measures. For these, the cost of 
the medical certificate should be paid by the State or the municipalities 
according to a tariff fixed by special ordinance, as is done in several 
countries. 

But, unquestionably, a great share of the responsibility for these 
dilatory commitments devolves upon the municipalities required to con- 
tribute to the maintenance of the insane. Some mayors refuse to fill up 
the certificates so long as the patients do not compromise the public safety 
or decency ; others demand so many sacrifices from the families in the 
shape of promises to reimburse the share contributed by the munici-

lively to the Provincial Secretary the place where the patient has had his 
domicile during the six months preceding his confinement. In this case 
I think that if these provisions of the law were better known, we 
would not have to deplore the delays which are so prejudicial to the 
cure of patients and therefore to the public and private interest. 

A young woman had been for some time manifesting melancholy 
ideas. Her husband, who was poor and worked by day at a very labor- 
ious trade, was thus obliged by his physician to place his wife in an 
asylum. He took the necessary steps to obtain from the mayor and se- 
cretary-treasurer of his municipality the certificates required by law to 
get his wife admitted as a public pensioner. He met with an emphatic 
and persistent refusal. Rebuffed and discouraged, he undertook to him- 
self take care of his wife. Compelled to work in the day time and to 
sit up at night, he also became insane, and, harassed by insomnia and 
anxiety, fell into melancholy Steps were taken with the same muni- 
cipal authorities to place him in the asylum and it was only when they 
were threatened with prosecution that the mayor and secretary-treasurer 
fulfilled the formalities prescribed by law. But already the disease 
had made considerable progress owing to all these difficulties, so that it 
offered little prospects of cure when the patient was confined. Actually, 
after a sojourn of more than a year, no improvement has manifested itself 
and the disease offers little chance of cure. 

A young man fell sick at A, where he had worked for several years. 
Feeling that he was going mad, he asked to be sent to the asylum. But 
the municipal authorities refusing to fulfil the formalities prescribed by 
law, he went home to B, to his father. The authorities of that municipa- 
lity refused to recognize his right of domicile in that place and to co-ope- 
rate in his confinement. The patient returns to A only to receive a fresh 
refusal ; he returns to B, to his father, another refusal. He goes himself 
to the asylum and asks to be confined. Impossible, however, to admit 
him in the absence ; of the certificates required by law. The patient 
returns to A where one of his relatives incites him to commit a misde- 
meanour in order to have him arrested and afterwards placed officially in 
the asylum ; which was done, whereupon the patient was arrested, 
judged, condemned and sent to gaol. Examined in prison by order of 
the sheriff, he was taken to the asylum on a warrant from His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Grovemor. That is to say that to reach the asylum the pa- 
tient had to be subjected to a humiliating penalty and to submit to the 
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ination of the gaol. When we saw this young man, he 
xiffering from melancholia. He was a patient to be treated and not 
inal to be punished.

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should be carefully watched and reserved for those who need special 
care and protection or who constitute a menace of danger or serious da- 
mage to others. Thus, according to the law itself and the ministerial 
instructions, incurables, idiots, &c., should only be confined when they 
are dangerous to themselves or others, when they should be subjected 
to constraint, when they are neglected or when they give rise to well 
founded complaints. Under th^se circumstances, each case is the object 
of serious enquiry and patients of this class are only admitted when 
there is sufficient justification. Nevertheless there have been some un- 
fortunate admissions owing to the lying way in which the certificates 
w^ere drawn up. Some bedridden patients have been brought to the 
asylum and died there a few days after their arrival, when there was 
nothing in the certificates to foreshadow such an issue. Some old men 
in their dotage have been admitted into the asylum upon the strength 
of certificates declaring them to be dangerous to themselves or others. 
They were put to bed on arrival and died shortly after their admission. 
They were poor old people who were more inconvenient than dange- 
rous, but, at all events, easily maintained. Reasons of humanity alone 
prevented us from sending them away, because they came from very 
far and it would have inflicted a chastisement rather upon them than 
upon the authors of the trickery. It is my intention in future to de- 
nounce to the law the authors of such frauds. 

I admitted in 1896 a relatively large number of young children, 3 
xinder 5 years, 8 from 6 to 10 years and 2 from 11 to 15. Already, in 1894 
and 1895, I had remarked the large proportion of young children admit- 
ted to the St-Jean-de-Dieu asylum as compared with the same class of 
patients admitted to the Quebec and Verdun asylums. Most of the 
children, admitted to the St-Jean-de-Dieu asylum, were complete idiots, 
epileptics, deformed and absolutely incontrolable and whom it was im- 
possible to keep among normal children in charitable institutions. Fur- 
ther, I took into account special circumstances ; they were the children 
of poor people or of widows in distress, who had to leave their houses 
during the day to earn bread for their families. These poor patients were 
thus left without care or supervision throughout the whole day, very 
often exposing their lives and those of the other children. As already 
said, these young patients were complete idiots, admitted owing to alto- 
gether special circumstances, after most serious enquiry, because it seems 
to be traditional to not admit children into the asylum as attested by the 
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the early admission of the children to these departments from the 
appearance of the first signs of idiocy. In default of these departments, 
I would recommend the establishment of a special institution for young 
idiots for the reasons above set forth. 

The medical superintendent of the St-Jean-de-Dieu asylum is 
charged with the duty of examining the mental condition of the prison- 
ers detained in the Montreal gaol who are presumed to be insane. In 
the discharge of this duty I examined in 1895 and 1896 a large number 
of individuals and was surprised at the relatively considerable number 
of lunatics under sentence. In the Montreal gaol, I noted at least fifty 
lunatics under sentence ; I saw them shortly after their condemna- 
lion and I can state that, at the time of their trial, they must have pre- 
sented a state of mind so unusual that the magistrates should have hesit- 
ated before branding them by condemnation. The harm is not great 
when an idiot or a madman is concerned, for such are lost forever to 
active life and are out of the tide of human circulation. Their reason is 
wrecked and with it has departed all feeling ; their appearance before 
the bar of justice is unintelligible to them and they never know when 
they are condemned. There is herein above all a question of humanity, 
for they are patients to be treated and not to be punished, victims of the 
greatest of human misfortunes, that of loss of reason. But, when cura- 
ble patients are involved, patients who can be restored to the world and 
to their occupations to provide for their subsistence and, that of their 
families, the injustice becomes flagrant, for they are branded with a 
mark of disgrace and handicapped by a judicial record, which, in this 
age of keen competition, places them in a position of inferiority in the 
struggle for life and closes against them the doors of many employments. 
What then should be said when these condemnations affect young girls 
of unsullied reputation, who, arrested in the manifestations of delirium, 
are branded by a condemnation and send to gaol with the qualification 
of vagrants^ libertines^ or loose^ idle and disorderly personSy very happy when 
the judgment does not further libel them as night-walkers. These qua- 
lifications, which are essential to warrant a charge of vagrancy, should 
not apply to pure young girls, whose only crime is to be insane. 

Nothing in the judicial record indicates their insanity when sen- 
tenced, which would be a contradiction ; consequently, they remain with 
the brand of immorality and degradation. It seems to me that the only 
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logical and humanitarian line of conduct, in such a case, is to apply to 
these unfortunates, whom the manifestations of insanity bring before 
the Courts, the procedure laid down by the statutes for lunatics who 
disturb the public peace and to send them to the asylum without forcings 
them to pass by the gaol. 

I might further cite the case of a young man who, laboring under 
mystic madness, was arrested at the moment he was committing disord- 
erly acts in the street and who was examined by us shortly after his 
condemnation. As his delirium had then passed away, I could only 
report that he was insane, when he committed the act. As he had been 
condemned to gaol with the option of a fine, his parents paid the latter 
and the costs of the case and he was liberated. But he is handicapped 
by a judicial record, which will entail an aggravation of the penalty, 
should he come up again before the courts, because he may be considered 
an old offender. 

In the cases referred to, the penalties were relatively light, the offen- 
ces charged against the parties not being serious. But it is none the less 
true that real judicial mistakes were made, because the individuals were 
irresponsible and consequently should not have been condemned. 

But how much more is justice exposed to err when matters are 
more serious, when the enormity or the hideousness of the crime excites 
indignation or prejudices public opinion against the atn^used. Society 
cries for vengeance and justice hastens to satisfy it even by blindly 
striking at the irresponsible. I therefore believe that the principle of 
medical examination, from the very beginning of the proceedings, should 
be applied more fully under the direction of the public authorities. 

Indeed, in the majority of cases, from the standpoint of the exami- 
nation, there are two alternatives : either it is the given circumstances, 
the attitude of the accused, his history that cast doubts upon the integrity 
of his intellect or it is his lawyer who pleads the irresponsibility of 
his client as a means of defense and the abuse on that plea is well 
known. 

In the one or the other case, justice cannot be disinterested ; in the 
first, it must be careful to avoid condemning an irresponsible being ; it 
cannot allow him to languish in prison ; and it cannot drag a poor fool 
from jurisdiction to jurisdiction. In the second, it is its imperious duty 
to not suffer a guilty person to escape. Now, medical examination alone 
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and prompt medical examination sufficiently prolonged, can supply it 
with the elements necessary to a just appreciation of the mental condi- 
tion of the accused, to ascertain his irresponsability in the one case or 
his responsibility in the other. If the administration of justice does not 
give its attention in advance to the mental condition of the accused, it 
will find itself completely taken by surprise at the moment of the trial. 
The most doubtful means of the defence, the most hazardous statements, 
the most hypothetical conclusions, will not meet the energetic denials 
that observation of the patient would have furnished. If the examination 
is left in the hands of persons in the pay of the defence, well disposedto 
find evidence to bolster up a plea of insanity, how will the authorities 
answer them, if they have not taken the initiative of the examination 
and been represented at it ? 

And then, if the question be a counter-examination, how can the 
mental condition of a patient be justly appreciated, who has been pre- 
pared by a first friendly examination and who, if he be intelligent, has 
seized the sense of the questions and the signification of the manifesta- 
tions sought to be discovered in him. G-iven the weakness of the cri- 
teria of insanity in certain cases, it is easy to see the difficulties that may 
arise, the inferiority of the situation in which the physician would be 
placed and the uncertainty of the conclusions that he would submit to 
the Court. 

Justice should no more condemn the innocent than it should allow 
the guilty to escape. It is its duty to lay before the jury all the elements 
essential to a correct appreciation of the case. 

The appreciation of the mental condition of an individual does not 
come within the competency of magistrates, who are strangers to the 
special knowledge of medicine ; they must therefore entrust this mission 
to those whose studies have prepared them for it. 

It must be borne in mind that, in certain cases, the act itself and 
the circumstances accompanying it bear the obvious stamp of the insa- 
nity of the individual committing it. On the other hand, there are 
others in which nothing at first glance betrays the morbid nature of the 
incriminated act. 

I think that the magistrates, before whom arrested persons are first 
brought, should issue a warrant for confinement in an asylum when the 
insanity is evident, instead of a warrant of imprisonment as the law per- 
mits. On their part, the gaol physicians should examine all prisoners 
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immediately after they are jailed and to advise the authorities in regard 
to those concerning whom there exists a presumption of mental disor- 
der. The magistrates charged with the preliminary investigations 
should regard it as a duty to order a medical examination of the mental 
state of the accused, where the circumstances of the crime, the attitude 
or the antecedents are calculated to create suspicion of a defective or 
pathological mental condition. Lastly, whenever the defence pleads 
the irresponsibility of the accused, the magistrate should order a vigorous 
examination bearing on all the elements of the case. 

In France, the principle of medical examination is widely applied. 
It has elicited remarkable reports, some of which are regular chefs- 
d'iBtnre, of clinics and literature from the eminent professor Brouardel 
and learned alienists like Blanche, Falret, Foville, Marc, Motet and Grar- 
nier. I should add, with regret, that we are behind the age on this side 
of the ocean. However, it is a pleasing duty for me to note that Judges 
Desnoyers and Dugas, the enlightened magistrates who preside over the 
Police Court, have ordered a medical examination on every occasion when 
the accused, brought before them, manifested a doubtful state of mind or 
when the circumstances of the incriminated act Avere of unusual character. 
Whenever mental aberration has been proved and consequently irres- 
ponsibility, they have discharge' I the cases and turned over the accused 
to the Government, which has had them confined in the lunatic asylum. 

It is always difficult to properly observe the insane when in gaol. 
Mr. A. Vallee, the governor of the gaol, has facilitated that task for me 
with a good will for which I desire to return him my thanks and an in- 
telligent comprehension of the subject which is deserving of all praise. 
I have admired the perfect order and the cleanliness of the gaol. Mr. 
Vallee, who is a distinguished criminalist, keeps himself ix)sted on the 
progress of criminology and his aid was precious to me in the study, 
always so complex and so difficult, of crime and insanity. 

In legal questions, I have had a sure guide in the attainments of Mr 
Ulric Lafontaine, the distinguished Clerk of the Police Court. I am gra- 
teful to him for the amiability and his advice. 

By law, the medical superintendent of an asylum is vested with 
very extensive powers as to the admission of lunatics and to lunatic asy- 
lums, both for the district embraced by his asylum and for his asylum 
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itself. Practically, the law is applied according to the particular inter- 
pretation of each superintendent, but there is no idea of a whole, because 
the superintendents act isolatedly. I deem it my duty to recommend 
an innovation introduced in the State of New-York by a recent law It 
is that of conferences, which bring the superintendents together to treat 
questions relating to the insane and insane asylums. To introduce this 
innovation here, all that is needful to be done is for the Honorable Mi-« 
nister to allow the superintendents to meet together every three months 
in each of their asylums in its turn. Thus, each superintendent could 
receive his colleagues at least once and meet them four times a year. 
These conferences, which might last two or three days, would only en- 
tail expense for travelling and board. They would tighten the bonds 
between the superintendents and enable them to profit by each other's 
experience ; and lastly all the asylums would benefit by the improve- 
ments introduced into each in particular. Moreover, each asylum has 
some troublesome cases, the objects of great perplexity and difficult ap- 
preciation ; these cases might be submitted to the judgment of his col- 
leagues by the superintendent having them in charge. These conferen- 
ces, presided by an alienist of such recognized eminence as Dr. Vallee, 
the senior superintendent, would bear, I am sure, the happiest 
fruit. 

In assuming the direction of the St-Jean-de-Dieu asylum, I have 
had only one great aim, to labor for the improvement of that institution 
and the relief, as well as the cure of its unfortunate inmates, indepen- 
dently of all questions ofsystem or former troubles. The transition period 
between the two contracts presented difficulties as new as they were 
numerous. They made the position of medical superintendent most diffi- 
cult. I flatter myself on my success in grouping the different wills by 
representing that the cause of the insane should be paramount to all 
others and should be the only end desired. I believe that this line of 
conduct was the safest and most profitable to the insane, because it 
concentrated, to that end, energies and talents which were formery wast- 
ed in idle contentions, without advantage either to the patients or 
the public. 

I ascribe the success of my management, in good part also, to 
the firm and enlightened support given to me by the Department to 
which I belong. Mr. Joseph Boivin, the Assistant Provincial Secretary, 
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whose courtesy and eagerness to keep me informed have been never 
failing, will kindly receive the expression of my gratitude.

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Admissions 

Beginning the year with 280 patients on our books, there were ad- 
mitted 124, making a total of 404 who received the care of the hospital 
during the year. This is the largest number under treatment in any one 
year since the opening of the institution. 

The admissions, which were twenty less than in 1895, comprised 
66 private and 58 public patients. 

As regards sex, the numbers were nearly equal, being 63 men and 
61 women. Last year, the male admissions were largely in excess of 
the female. 

Of Canadian born patients there were 67, of English 24, of Irish 13 
and of Scotch 6. Of foreigners the United States gave us 5 ; Russia and 
Russian Poland 5, Grermany 2. In two cases the nativity was not ascer- 
tainable. 

The city of Montreal furnished 56J per cent of the admissions, 
while nearly 12 per cent were from outside the Province of Quebec. 

Of the patients received 60 were married, 55 single and 9 widowed; 
10 were absolutely without education and 4 could only read. 

The youngest patient received (an idiot) was twelve years of age, 
the oldest (a case of senile dementia) eighty three. 

In 78 cases the attack was recorded as the first, and in 26 it varied 
from the second to the fifth. In 6 cases it was congenital, and in 14 it 
was reported as unknown. 

Of the cases where a causation was ascribed, 11 were attributed to 
intemperance, 8 to mental anxiety and worry, 7 to domestic trouble and 
grief, 6 to syphilis, 6 to injury and 6 to general ill health. In 34 cases 
no cause was assigned. 

With respect to physical condition on entry, 68 of the 124 patients 
re(*.eived were in indifferent health and reduced condition, while 9 were 
in an exhausted condition. Only 47, that is 38 per cent, were in anything 
like average bodily health. 

Many of the patients taken in were cases in which chronicity had 
been established before they were placed under treatment, while others 
were suffering from forms of mental degeneration which marked them 
as incurable from the onset. Less than 50 o/o, were of a type where 
recovery could be hoped for. Admission was reluctantly granted to 
many of the former class. Not that they are less entitled to care than 
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curable cases, because restoration to complete mental health is not the 
only object of a hospital for the insane, but simply from the fact that, 
-with our limited number of vacancies, it was deemed but right that cases 
promising recovery should have preference. Chronic and incurable 
cases, as much as acute andjcurable ones, are entitled to safe-keeping, care 
and, as far as possible, the amelioration of their unfortunate condition. 

The average duration of insanity prior to admission of the 124 cases 
received was about one and a quarter years. Six cases were congenital, 
and in 4 the facts bearing on this point could not be ascertained. 

Heredity was admitted in 38 o/o of the cases, and denied in 39 o/o. 
In 23 o/o, the question in the form of history relating to this very import- 
ant point, was answered as unknown. 

The daily average number in the hospital was 278.47, which is 
21.30 larger than it was last year. The greatest number of patients on 
any one day was 290, the smallest 2tt7. 

DISCHARGES 

The percentage of the tot » 1 discharges on admissions was 76.r>l as 
against 56.94 in 1895, and that of recoveries 40.32 as against 37.50. 

The average lengtli of residence of those discharged during the 
year was about eight and a half months, that of those discharged as re- 
covered being a trifle over 6 months. 

The shortest time under treatment was 8 days, the longest 5 years^ 
5 months and 19 days. The former patient was discharged recovered, 
the latter unimproved. 

The discharges on trial during the year were 51. Of these, 27 were 
finally discharged recovered, 6 improved, and 13 were returned to the 
hospital. Five patients are still out on trial at the close of the year. 

DEATHS 

The death rate was considerably lower than in 1895, being only 6.43 
as against 8.35 

Of the 26 deaths which occurred during the year, the large major- 
ity was due to chronic conditions which existed when the patients 
^were received into the hospital. 

In one case death took place 10 days after admission from the exhaus- 
tion of acute melancholia. G-eneral paresis was the cause of death in 5 
cases, consumption in 3, cerebro-spinal sclerosis in 2, brain abscess, due 
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to middle ear disease, in 1. One death resulted from suflFocation due to 
the lodgement, while at dinner, of a piece of meat in the trachea. 

The average time in residence of those who died was a little over 
two years, and their average age 51.84 years ; 6 were over 50 years of 
age, 4 over 60, and 4 over 70. 

COST OF MAINTENANCE 

The per capita cost per annum for actual maintenance was $ 



and the total per capita expenditure, that is inclusive of sums charged to 
capital account for new furniture, extraordinary repairs and improve 
ments, was $181.96. 

FIRE 

The close of the year was sadly marred through the loss by fire, on 
Christmas morning, of our horse-stables, coach-house atud implement 
shed. While, fortunately, not attended with loss of human life, the mis- 
hap has occasioned much inconvenience owing to the destruction of all 
our horses, (11), all our harness, our winter's supply of oats and hay, 
nearly all our vehicles, and many of our agricultural implements. 

The fire was first noticed by the night fireman in charge of the steam 
heating who at once turned in the electric fire-alarm,about 2.45 A.M. The 
employees responded promptly, and in a very short time a line of hose was 
laid from the steam pump and a good stream of water playing upon the 
flames. A second stream was going a few minutes later. The fire, 
which at this time seemed to be confined to the center of the farm 
horses' quarter had, however, got such a firm hold that the city fire 
department was telephoned, and promptly responded to the summons 
by sending a steam tire engine and reel. 

Pending the arrival of this assistance, all our efforts were directed 
toward endeavoring to confine the fire to the stable and prevent its 
spreading to the coal sheds and hospital, which stood in imminent 
danger as the wind was blowing furiously in their direction, carry- 
ing cinders and large pieces of burning wood over them. By hard 
fighting this was accomplished until the city brigade got to work^ 
when all danger of extension was ended. At 6 o'clock the fire was 
completely under control, but throughout the day and following night 
our employees had to stand guard, and from time to time direct streams 
of water upon the ruins where fire still smoldered under charred 
masses of oats and straw. 
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Our water supply held out very well and enabled us to keep the 
fire in check until the arrival of the city engine, which took its supply 
directly from the river. This, however, entailed the use of an enormous 
length of hcse and caused considerable delay, and I am, therefore, pleas- 
ed to be able to report that the Board of Management have already 
taken steps to so increase the capacity of our water reservoirs that 
they will furnish an unlimited supply, not only for our own fire depart- 
ment but for that of the city as well should we ever again have occa- 
sion to call upon its services. Only one who has had experience in 
the management of a hospital for the insane can at all appreciate 
the constant anxiety created by the dread of fire, and I would there- 
fore strongly recommend your directing the Board of Management that 
nothing should be left undone to place the institution in* the most 
favorable condition possible to meet any future contingency, not only as 
regards an abundant water supply, but also as regards the provision of 
all the best and most modern means of protection. 

The origin of the fire is still a mystery. The night-watch who ins- 
pected the stables at 10 P.M., found all correct, and none of our people 
were out after that hour. 

All the employees worked well, many of them saturated to the skin, 
-mth their clothing frozen stiff under the piercing wind which accom- 
panied a temperature of 6 below zero. 

The Board of Management, at a meeting held Dec. 29th, passed a 
vote of thanks to the officers and employees of the hospital for the vigor- 
ous manner in which they had worked at the fire, thereby preventing 
its spreading beyond the building in which it originated. A vote of 
thanks was also passed to the Montreal Fire Brigade for their prompt 
and valuable assistance on the' same occasion, and the* sum of $100 
donated to their benevolent fund. 

EMPLOYMENT. 

An important object in the management of an institution for the 
insane is to do away with, as far as possible, all that savors of hospital 
residence and approach as nearly as maybe to the conditions of life found 
in the outside world. It is for this reason that properly equipped out- 
side workshops, with skilled instructors in a diversity of trades, are par- 
ticularly desirable, as separating the patients during working hours from 
their living apartments, and so more closely approximating to the ordi- 
nary mode of life. Still lacking such workshops, it has been difficult to 
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find suitable employment for many of our inmates, especially private 
patients. Our efforts in this direction, however, have resulted in the 
useful occupation of about 66 of our population. 

Another aim, never to be lost sight of in the prevision of employ- 
ment for the insane, is found in the fact that on such employment largfe- 
ly hinges the ability to avoid the use of restraint, without which, I 
rejoice to say, still another year has been added to the hospital records. 
It is to be constantly borne in mind, too, that the paramount object 
throughout, in the employment of the insane, is to improve their mental 
condition, not to lessen expenses by their labor, though incidentally this 
is of considerable value. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

The entertainments during the past year were fully up to the stan- 
dard of those given in former years, and included six variety entertain- 
ments, six concerts, one steriopticon exhibition, five dramatic entertain- 
ments and thirty one dances. 

For the presentation of most of these entertainments we are indebted 
to outside friends whose talents have, from time to time, been placed at 
our disposal. 

Our sixth Annual Sports, held September 12th, passed off no less 
pleasantly than similar preceding events, both the patients and the many 
friends of the institution seemingly enjoying themselves to the utmost. 

As usual,^ every Saturday afternoon, during the summer, was made 
a general holiday and devoted to base-ball and other outside sports. 

Sixty of the inmates spent a day at the Montreal Exposition, and all 
were treated to one or more sleigh-rides during the winter. 

Our annual Christmas-tree festival had to be postponed until the 
evening of the 26th, on account of the fire, but was none the less enjoyed. 
A present was provided for every patient in the institution, those with- 
out friends being supplied either by the contributions of the generous 
or by the hospital. While many received several gifts sent by different 
relatives, no one was forgotten, and over five hundred Christmas Boxes 
were distributed. 

RELIGIOUS WORSHIP. 

Every Sabbath afternoon, without omission, religious services were 
held, and the clergymen of every denomination, who have brought us 
the comforts of religion, are entitled to the gratitude of all. 

In addition to the afternoon service, a sacred singing class was held 
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every Sunday evening, all patients who wished assembling in the amuse- 
ment hall to take part therein. 

The average church attendance during the year was 171 out of a 
daily average population of 278. 



ADDITIONS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 



It would be well nigh impossible to completely enumerate the var- 
ious items embraced under this head. The major improvements, how- 
ever, have been the following. 

The annex to accomodate 100 additional patients has been completed 
and is now almost ready for use. Its occupation will be a great ,boon, 
relieving the congested state of our present public wards, and allowing 
us to make a better classification. When overcrowded, as we have been, 
patients not only endanger one another's safety, but are harder to 
manage. At the same time their prospects of recovery are lessened, and 
in this way there is often added to the list of chronic insane, individuals 
who, under diflFerent circumstances, might have been restored to mental 
health and again taken their places in society as useful members thereof. 

A new barn, 60 x 30 feet, for the storage of grain until threshed, was 
erected near the aqueduct. 

The coal sheds, formerly so unsightly, were neatly sheeted and 
painted so as to harmonize with the rest of our out-buildings. 

The decrease in the depth of water due to the works being carried 
on by the Lachine Rapids Hydraulic and Land Co., necessitated the ex- 
tension of our sewer pipes a farther distance of 132 feet into the river. 

Seventeen steam radiators were put in, enabling us to dispense with 
five of the Smead-Dowd furnaces by which the hospital was originally 
heated. During the coming year I trust that we shall have got rid of 
the last of these furnaces, which are dirty, dangerous and expensive. 

The washing machines in the laundry having become worn out af- 
ter nearly seven years constant use, three new ones ware made and put 
in place. 

The disreputable looking fence along the river front was replaced 
by a neat woven- wire one, which adds greatly to the appearence of the 
grounds. 

The offices of the Medical Superintendent and Assistant Superin- 
tendent were fitted up with handsome stationary cases for books and 
papers. 
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The servants' quarters and upper floor of the rotunda were relaid 
with hard wood, and the ground floor of the rotunda, which had sunk 
some inches, was raised. 

The work of plastering the wards, stairways, &c., of the original 
building is still going on, and many parts have now lost the bare, pri- 
son-like look which formerly characterized them. As fast as plastered 
they are decorated, as described in my last report. Those completed look 
very attractive and home-like. In this connection our carpenter last 
year put up 3750 feet of mouldings, while the painter covered 3150 squa- 
re feet of wall with burlap. 

Fifteen hundred and ihirty square feet of old ward ceiling, badly 
dilapidated, was replaced by metal. 

REQUIREMENTS. 

Chief among our wants still stands an infirmary for sick patients. 
Among a large population, such as ours has now got to be, there 
is always more or less sickness apart from mental disorder, and all 
such cases require to be treated, as they are in a general hospital, with 
special nursing, diet, &c. To take proper care of sick and surgical cases 
is impossible in the ordinary warils of an asylum. Such a building 
should be of the most modern description, and fully provided with alL 
appliances, either for medical or surgical work. 

It should also have a separate kitchen so that sick diet could be^ 
prepared according to the needs of each case. 

A separate building for the use of nurses, a system now being adopt- 
ed in most modern hospitals, is needed. Attendants' hours on duty are 
long, thirteen to fifteen hours daily, and their work is extremely exhaust- 
ing of nervous energy. Sleeping in the wards their rest is often disturb- 
ed and they are forced to begin their morning duties already tired-out 
and irritable ; a state of affairs bad for both their patients and them- 
selves. 

A few cottages for married men would be a great boon, and their 
rental would, I feel assured pay a fair return for the money spent in their 
erection. We are obliged to keep the number of our married employees 
down to the smallest possible limit because at any moment their servi- 
ces may be required at night, and valuable men are often lost because 
unwilling to live apart from their families. 

There are few features that would prove more conducive of good,. 
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both to the patients and the hospital, than the erection of proper out- 
ride workshops were brush and broom-making, basket-work, book- 
binding, and a variety of other occupations could be carried on. Many 
articles of daily use could be here manufactured, and in time a revenue 
for the institution could, I have no doubt, be derived therefrom. 

A summer-house on the eastern half of our front grounds, to which 
female patients could repair when out for exercise or recreation, is ve- 
ry desirable, and could be erected at comparatively little cost. With 
such a structure much of our summer sewing could be done in the open 
air. 

A green-house for the cultivation of flowers for the wards and 
grounds, and a stage and scenery for the amusement hall are also among 
our wants. 

ORNAMENTAL GROUNDS. 

During the past year, under the supervision of the farmer, Mr. A. 
Chalmers, the west half of our front grounds was got into very good 
shape. Something over half this area is now a fine lawn, and nearly all 
the remaining portion has been levelled and underdrained. 

In connection with the work 70 loads of stone suitable for road mak- 
ing purposes were taken out, and 4300 feet of two inch tile laid at a 
depth of three feet, three inches. Nine hundred feet of sod were placed 
along the borders of walks, and 198 large elm and maple trees, brought 
from the woods, were planted out. 

Great benefit is derived from our grounds, farm and garden as a 
means of occupation for many of our patients. 

TRAINING SCHOOL. 

Our training school for nurses is now in operation with an attend- 
ance of sixteen, the object being not to make amateur doctors of the 
pupils, but good nurses for the insane. The lecturers for the present 
session are Drs. Burgess, Manchester, J. V. Anglin, F. A. L. Lockhart, J. 
A. Macphail, R. Tait McKenzie, J. J. Ross and Mr. F. T. Tooke. The 
course embraces instruction in anatomy, physiology, hygiene, minor sur- 
gery, insanity, nursing of the sick and insane, and physical training. An 
infirmary would be of the greatest assistance to us in this important 
work. 

VISITS AND INSPECTIONS. 

Yourself and the Hon. Mr. Pelletier honored us with visits during 
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the year, and four official inspections were made by the Government 
Inspectors. 

The House, Grrounds and Building Committees met frequently at 
the hospital, and eighteen visits were made by Visiting-G-overnors ap- 
pointed by the Board of Management. 

CONCLUSION. 

Two valuable and important additions were made to the staff by 
the appointment of Dr. G. E. Armstrong as consulting surgeon, and Dr^ 
F. G. Finley as consulting physician, both of whom are among the best 
known members of the medical profession in the City of Montreal. To 
get the full benefit of the services of these gentlemen, as well as of those 
of our gynaecologist and pathologist, a properly equipped infirmary is a^ 
necessity. 

The officers and heads of departments connected with the hospital 
remain the same as at the date of my last report, and it is a pleasure ta 
express my obligations to them, as well as to the various employees, who 
have labored faithfully for the best interests of the institution, and for 
the welfare and comfort of the patients. 

The Board of Management and the various committees thereof have 
given me their cordial support and encouragement in the administra- 
tion of the hospital affairs, for which they have my sincere thanks.

VACCINE INSTITUTE. 



DIEECTOR^S REPORT. 

Ste Foye, 13th September 1897. 

To THE Honorable J. E. Robtdoux, 

Provincial Secretary, Quebec, 
Sir, 

At the request of the Assistant-Provincial Secretary, I have the 
honor to transmit you my report for the year from the Ist July 1896 to 
the 1st July 1897. 

In the course of the year 1896, the Provincial Board of Health, 
believing itself unable to exercise from Montreal, an effective supervi- 
sion of the Vaccine Institute, deemed it its duty to give it up. 

The Government, of which Hon. Mr. Flynn was then Prime Minis- 
ter, appointed Dr. Brophy visiting physician of the Institute in the place 
of the Provincial Board of Health. 

I have pleasure in stating that this appointment is excellent from 
jseveral points of view. Residing in the neighborhood of the Institute 
Dr. Brophy can follow with much more assiduity than the old direction 
all the operations necessitated by the cultivation of the anti-variolic 
virus. As a matter of fact, he assists at all the inoculations of the sub. 
jects and at every gathering of the lymph and he further makes a bac- 
teriological- analysis of all the cultures, which is a guarantee to the public 
for the quality and purity of the vaccine. 

At the request of some medical men. Dr. Brophy and I began the 
preparation of vaccine according to the new method, which consists in 
adding a certain quantity of glycerine to the vaccinal lymph. We had 
to suspend our work in the commencement of July on account of certain 
cases of small-pox which appeared in Montreal, this mode of preparing 
vaccine not being practicable in case of epidemic, because this lymph, 
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mixed with glycerine, must remain in large glass tubes, hermetically 
sealed, for seven or eight weeks, before it can be put in the small capil- 
lary tubes for delivery lo be used. 

We shall resume this work, Dr. Brophy and I, as soon as this appear- 
ance of an epidemic shall have ceased ; but I do not intend to abandon 
altogether the practice which I have followed for twelve consecutive 
years, the method of preparing the vaccine which has given to the medi- 
cal profession, during that long period of time, most satisfactory and 
constant results and which has never been the cause of any serious ac- 
cident. This is why I think that I would not be justified in abandoning 
a sure method which has been proved, for another of which much good 
is said, but of which also several medical men have had reason to com- 
plain. I shall therefore prepare the two vaccines, leaving medical 
men free to select whichever they please. 

With regard to this appearance of an epidemic which actually exists 
at Montreal, I would take the liberty, with your kind permission. Sir, to 
remark that wherever vaccination is obligatory, regularly practised, and 
furnished gratuitously with vaccine by the State, epidemics of small-pox 
have been completely wiped out. As, for example, in Germany and 
England, which countries were frightfully ravaged by those epidemics 
before vaccination and revaccination were made compulsory by special 
laws. To-day, it is unanimously declared that the only way to remove 
these small-pox epidemii*s forever from our country would be to make 
vaccination and revaccination compulsory and to supply the vaccine 
free, as is done in all civilized countries. 

Now, if account be taken of the numerous losses of life and the 
millions lost to trade by these epidemics, the conclusion will be easily* 
reached that the cost of the free distribution of vaccine is a very insigni- 
ficant sum compared with the losses caused to a country by a small pox 
epidemic. 

Please accept, the respectful expression of my sentiments of the 
highest consideration.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANATOMY FOR THE 
DISTRICT OF MONTREAL.

McGill University, having a larger number of students and above 
all preserving the subjects during the summer, was supplied with sixty- 
six. 

Laval University, having less students than McGrill and taking no 
subjects in summer, received thirty subjects, and Bishop's University 
sixteen. 

All these subjects were buried after dissection and the names^ 
christian names and qualities, etc., of the bodies, were registered and 
a certificate of burial can be delivered to anyone on demand. 

The Inspector of Anatomy further keeps a register of all his opera- 
tions according to law.

ROMAN CATHOLIC SCHOOL COMMISSIONEES, MONTREAL 



To THE Honorable the Secretary of the province of Quebec 
Sir:— 

I have the honor, to-day, to forward yon the statistics of Roman 
Catholic Night School, in Montreal for the year 1896-9t, with the report 
which I made at the time of the distribution of prizes, which took place 
on the 29th April last, and which was presided over by Canon Bruchesi, 
Chairman of the School Commission^ : 

report of the general director on the ROMAN CATHOLIC NIGHT 
SCHOOLS, IN MONTREAL, FOR THE SCHOOL YEAR 1896-97. 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen : 

This year, as in preceding ones, the term of the night schools was 
divided into two half-years, of 50 evenings each, the first from 5th Octo- 
ber to 14th. December, and the second from 7th. January to 18th. March. 

According as the results become better felt, the work of the 
night schools appears better comprehended ; the enrolment is larger and 
above all, attendance is more regular. 

So as to more readily see the great progress which has been made 
this year, we must compare the figures with those of last year. 

1896-97 1895-96 Increase Proportion 

Enrolment 1014 658 361 85.60 

Average attendance 476 264 212 44.54 

Number of pupils per professor, out 

of attendance 19 16 3 15.79 

As we see by the preceding figures, progress is evident and encour- 
aging. One thing only has fallen off, and I am sure that no one will 
find fault with it ; that is the cost of teaching per pupil, which la«t year 
was $16.45 and, this year 111.32 ; which is a reduction of $5.18 per pu- 
pil or over 31 per cent. This economy is the result of wise measures 
taken by the Board of which the following is the text : 

** With the object of placing the night schools at the disposal of those 

7 
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" who wish to avail themselves of them, to avoid unnecessary expen- 
" se and to be enabled to open the requisite number of schools, the fol- 
** lowing resolution was adopted: 

** When there shall be in a night school but the number of pupils 
" required for one class, the teacher, selected as principal or director, 
'' shall teach the pupils of the said class. 

** When there shall be two or three classes, the principal or director 
'* shall teach. 

** The principal shall not be only engaged in superintending ei- 
** cept when there shall be four or more classes. 

** The superior of the school shall, in the future, receive for one class 
25 cents per night, for two classes 60 cents, for three or more classes, 75 
** cents. » 

•* Any class may be closed up from the time there shall not be an 
" average attendance of more than 20." 

The preceding resolutions have had and will have in the future, 
the best influence on the financial administration of the night schools, 
but the moral success of these useful institutions rests : 

1st. On the cordial support of the several parish priests ; 2nd. On 
the zeal and devotion of the teachers ; 3rd. On the good resolutions taken 
by the pupils to attend more regularly ; 4th. Lastly, on the generous 
offer of the School Commissioners, at the opening of the classes, of the 
following prizes, viz : 

1st. The remission of the enrolment fee to those who attend the 
course two-thirds of the time, reckoning from the date of their entering 
the school. 

2nd. A reward for diligence for the pupils who shall not miss a 
single evening, counting from their admission into the school, provided 
that the number of evenings be not less than 50. 

3rd. A prize for excellence in each class for French and English, 
writing and arithmetic. 

4th. A prize for zeal in each school to the pupil who gets the great- 
est number of persons to attend the evening classes. 

These prizes are bestowed at a public meeting, which shall be held 
in the course of the month of April. 

The prizes are purchased by the principals, who know better than 
any one the books which will suit their pupils, and they are paid for 
out of that part of the enrolment fee which has not been reimbursed. 
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Following, for this year, are the reimbursements and the prizes 

i^hich are distributed in each school, in accordance with rules just 

cited :

tending our schools each eyening. 

The Ste-Marie and Italian schools could not compete this year for 
prizes, on account of the pupils not having paid the enrolment fee. 

Before closing, I must express my hearty acknowledgments to the 
teachers of the night schools, whose zeal and devotion are the main cau- 
ses of the remarkable progress which I have just spoken of; I must also 
oflFer my cordial congratulations to the pupils who took the prizes 
offered by the Board and especially to those who, by their work and dili- 
gence, have learned to read and write, or completed the education they 
have received by the study of book-keeping. I have much pleasure in 
being able to state, in this especial regard, that the number of well^ 
thinking men yearly increases to a degree that does them honor ; let us 
hope that their salutary example will be beneficial to those who have not 
yet followed their footsteps. For the pupils, it remains for me to let you 
know whence the magnificent prizes which will be distributed amongst 
you come. 

By an arrangement come to between the Grovernment and the Roman 
•Catholic School Commissipners, in 1892, it was decided that *' each pupil, 
** to obtain his enrolment and admission card^ should deposit with the 
*' Principal, the sum of fifty cents, which would be returned to him at 
" the end of the term, provided that he had attended two-thirds of the 
*' time ; the amounts which were not returned were used to pay for sta- 
*• tionery and printing for the board of management." 

The school commissioners, instead of using the amount of the enrol- 
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ment fees not required, for paying the expenses of management, resolved 
to ofier it to you in prizes, and these prizes are all the more valuable 
that a much larger number of pupils did not attend two-thirds of the 
time, counting from their entry into the school. 

Next year, if, as I hope, a much larger number of pupils deserve the 
return of their enrolment fees, I shall congratulate them and I shall ask 
the Grovernment that the prizes be as good and numerous as this year. 

In addition to the prizes offered by the Board, I have the pleasure 
to announce to you that Rev. Mr. Leclerc has been kind enough to give 
a prize of honor in each school. 

All the teachers join with the pupils in begging Rev. Mr. Leclerc to 
accept the expression of our gratitude for his generosity, a proof of the 
interest he bears in the success of the night schools. 

Pupils, I do not bid you adieu but au revoir, on the first Monday in • 
October next. 

Such, Sir, is the report which I have the honor to submit for your 
approval.

I have the honor to report that the Night Schools under control of 
the Protestant Board of School Commissioners closed at the end of March; 
the Hebrew School on Wednesday 17th. March, and the rest on Wednes- 
day 31st. March- 

The total enrolment for the session has been 492 students as fol- 
lows : — 

Lome School 61, Lansdowne 72, Royal Arthur 67, DuiFerin 53, 
Mount Royal 43, Baron Hirsch 108, Boys' Home 59, and German En- 
glish 29. The average monthly attendance has been 318.5. The schools 
have been in session 77 nights from 19th. Octobi^r to the end of March ; 
and each student in attendance in any given mouth, has been present on 
the average for 69 per cent of the school nights for that month. 

The staff has consisted of 16 principals and assistants of whom one 
principal did work of supervision only, and one assistant was employed 
for 25 nights only in November and December when the number in at- 
tendance were highest. Each teacher therefore has had charge of an 
average monthly class of 22 students. 

The expenditure of the night schools has been $2711.40. The amount 
expended in salaries, amounting to $2099.35, has been charged to the 
Provincial Grovernment. Other expenses amounting to $61205 are for 
heat, light and supplies of which $109.57 will fall to the share of the 
City Corporation if that body contributes its usual quota. In this cal- 
culation no charge has been made for rent of buildings. Statistical 
and financial statements showing the above in detail are annexed to this 
report.
